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CUSTODIAN’S  REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  Alvin  P.  Hovey,  Governor  of  Indiana: 

Sir — The  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  March  5,  1889, 
creating  the  office  of  Custodian  of  Public  Buildings  and  Prop¬ 
erty,  requires  the  Custodian  to  file  a  report  on  the  last  days  of 
March,  June  and  September  of  each  year,  and  an  annual  re¬ 
port  on  the  last  day  of  December  of  each  year,  and  a  report 
for  the  two  years  preceding  each  session  of  the  General  Assem¬ 
bly.  With  the  exception  of  the  last  mentioned,  the  above  re¬ 
ports  have  been  duly  submitted,  and  I  have  the  honor  to  pre¬ 
sent  herewith  the  first  biennial  report  of  this  department,  em¬ 
bracing  a  full  statement  of  expenditures  and  some  remarks  that 
may  aid  to  a  further  knowledge  of  its  management. 

The  same  act  vests  control  of  all  property  located  at  the  seat 
of  government  in  the  Custodian,  hut  proper  attention  to  the 
State  House  demands  the  entire  time  of  myself  and  assistants, 
while  former  provisions  placed  the  management  of  the  remain¬ 
ing  State  property  in  other  hands,  where  it  is  satisfactorily  at¬ 
tended  to.  No  direct  control  has,  therefore,  been  assumed  by 
me  over  such  property.  The  lands  and  property  belonging  to 
the  State  of  Indiana,  and  located  at  the  seat  of  government, 
are 

THE  CAPITOL  GROUNDS, 

Now  occupied  by  the  State  House,  and  known  as  squares  48 
and  53,  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  and  that  part  of  Market 
and  Wabash  streets  lying  between  Tennessee  and  Mississippi 
streets  ;  also,  that  part  of  Huron  street,  or  alley,  lying  between 
Ohio  and  Market  streets,  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis.  These 
parts  of  streets  were  declared  vacated  by  an  act  of  the  Common 
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Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  on  the  22d  and  23d  of  April, 
1878.  Square  53,  the  site  of  the  old  State  House,  was  reserved 
from  sale  by  the  State  when  the  city  was  laid  out.  Title  to 
the  north  half  of  square  48  was  acquired  by  purchase  from  W. 
P.  and  E.  P.  Gallup,  and  by  grant  from  the  city  of  Indianapo¬ 
lis.  The  south  half  of  the  same  square  had  also  been  reserved 
from  sale  by  the  State.  This  tract  is  930  feet  in  length  and  420 
feet  in  width,  and  contains  an  area  of  about  nine  acres,  in  the 
center  of  which  is  located  the  present  capitol,  492  feet  long  and 
'282  feet  wide. 


STATE  BUILDINGS  AND  PROPERTY. 


Another  lot  reserved  by  the  State  was  No.  1  in  square  68,  67J 
by  195  feet,  upon  which  buildings  were  erected  for  the  use  of 
State  officers  to  accommodate  the  increasing  business  that 
could  not  be  advantageously  disposed  of  in  the  limited  quarters 
of  the  old  Capitol.  This  property  is  situated  at  the  southwest 
corner  of  Washington  and  Tennessee  streets,  and  was  sold  by 
the  Auditor  of  State,  July  1,  1889,  for  $40,000. 


UNIVERSITY  SQUARE. 

Square  25,  which  is  420  feet  square,  is  embraced  within  the 
boundary  made  by  Pennsylvania,  Meridian,  New  York  and 
Vermont  streets,  is  commonly  known  as  University  Park.  By 
act  of  January  26,  1827,  this  tract  was  reserved  for  a  State 
University  site,  and  was  for  some  years  used  under  lease  by 
the  Marion  County  Seminary,  and  afterward  by  several  private 
schools.  The  city  of  Indianapolis  now  has  control  of  the  same 
for  park  purposes. 


THE  OOVERNOR  S  CIRCLE 

Lies  at  the  intersection  of  Market  and  Meridian  streets  and  is 
bounded  by  Circle  Street,  being  333  feet  and  3  inches  in  diam¬ 
eter.  This  Circle  was  originally  reserved  for  a  Governor’s 
residence,  and  its  sale  or  lease  is  prohibited  by  Article  15,  Sec¬ 
tion  9,  of  the  present  Constitution.  The  act  of  March  3, 1887, 
creating  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  State  Soldiers’  and 
Sailors’  Monument,  gives  that  body  general  control  during  the 
construction  of  the  monument. 
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MILITARY  PARK. 

That  part  of  out-lot  147  lying  north  of  the  arm  of  the  Cen¬ 
tral  Canal  was  formerly  known  as  the  “military  reservation,” 
and  is  841  feet  in  length  and  695  feet  in  width,  embracing  an 
area  of  thirteen  and  forty-two  hundredths  acres.  Its  sale  or 
lease  is  also  prohibited  by  the  Constitution.  The  city  of  Indi¬ 
anapolis  uses  it  for  park  purposes. 


FRIENDLY  INN 

Occupies  the  east  half  of  the  strip  of  land  lying  south  of  the 
cross-cut  of  the  Central  Canal,  more  particularly  described  as 
follows :  Commencing  at  the  junction  of  Market  and  West 
streets  and  running  thence  west  on  the  line  of  Market  street 
to  the  western  boundary  of  the  land  known  on  the  plat  of  the 
city  of  Indianapolis  as  the  “  military  reservation,”  thence 
north  to  the  southern  base  of  the  embankment  of  said  canal, 
thence  east  along  said  canal  embankment  to  West  street, 
thence  south  to  Market  street  to  the  place  of  beginning.  The 
title  to  this  tract  was  held  to  be  vested  in  the  State  by  decree 
of  the  Hendricks  Circuit  Court,  rendered  at  the  January  term, 
1879,  in  the  suit  of  the  State  of  Indiana  vs.  Indianapolis  Water 
Works  Company.  Its  management  is  now  in  the  hands  ot 
the  Indianapolis  Benevolent  Society,  under  a  lease  executed  by 
M.  D.  Manson,  Auditor  of  State,  April  1,  1880. 

Prior  to  my  taking  charge  of  the  Capitol  building  the  Board 
of  State  House  Commissioners  entered  into  a  contract  with 
the  Indianapolis  Hatural  Gas  Company  for  furnishing  the 
building  with  fuel  gas  for  heating  purposes  for  one  year  from 
September  1,  1888,  for  the  sum  of  $1,800.  On  the  expiration 
of  this  contract  the  company  continued  to  furnish  gas  for  the 
month  of  September  only  at  the  same  rate.  Bids  were  invited 
for  heating  the  eight  boilers  of  the  building  for  one  year  from 
October  1,  1889,  and  the  only  proposition  received,  that  of  the 
same  company,  was  accepted  at  the  sum  of  $2,975.  In  response 
to  notice  given  requesting  the  gas  companies  to  submit  bids 
for  continuing  the  supply  on  the  expiration  of  the  above  men¬ 
tioned  contract,  the  following  communications  were  received  : 
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Indianapolis,  September  15,  1890. 

Timothy  Griffin ,  Custodian  Public  Buildings: 

Dear  Sir — The  Indianapolis  Glas  Company  respectfully  sub¬ 
mits  that  it  will  undertake  to  supply  gas  for  fuel  for  the  Capi¬ 
tol  building  for  the  year  commencing  October  1,  1890,  A.  D., 
for  heating  purposes  only  and  for  the  same  service  as  hereto¬ 
fore  furnished  by  it  at  the  rate  of  forty-eight  hundred  ($4,800) 
dollars  per  year.  This  is  with  the  distinct  understanding  that 
in  case  any  failure  or  shortage  of  supply  should  occur  we  re¬ 
serve  the  right  to  terminate  our  obligation  at  any  time  for  the 
purpose  of  keeping  up  our  supply  at  all  times  for  our  “  Do¬ 
mestic  Consumers/’  We  wish  it  to  be  understood  that  in  case 
of  a  cold  winter  the  question  of  our  ability  to  supply  all  our 
consumers  is  one  of  conisderable  uncertaintv  and  we  can  not 
determine  it  ourselves  except  by  actual  trial.

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The  only  other  gas  company  doing  business  in  the  city  sub¬ 
mitted  the  following  letter : 

Indianapolis,  September  15,  1890. 
Timothy  Griffin ,  Custodian : 

Dear  Sir — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  5th  inst.,  request¬ 
ing  bid  for  supply  of  natural  gas  for  the  Capitol  building  for 
one  year  from  October  1,  next,  would  say  that  we  are  not  at 
present  making  contracts  with  new  consumers  and  have  not 
been  since  August  30,  feeling  that  we  have  all  the  business  we 
should  take  on  this  season.

The  Executive  Council  to  whom  the  matter  of  a  contract 
was  referred  authorized  the  acceptance  of  the  above  proposi¬ 
tion  and  notice  to  the  company  was  given  to  that  effect,  and 
gas  is  now  being  furnished  on  the  conditions  therein  named. 
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Although  at  a  greatly  increased  cost,  the  expense  for  heating 
for  the  coming  year  will  still  he  less  than  if  coal  were  used  and 
the  uncertainty  of  the  gas  supply  shows  the  necessity  of  an 
appropriation  sufficient  to  provide  against  any  accidents. 

The  coming  session  of  the  Legislature  will  necessarily  in¬ 
crease  the  consumption  of  illuminating  gas  and  the  annual 
appropriation  for  illuminating  purposes  will  not  be  sufficient 
to  meet  this  additional  expense.  This  item,  during  the  session 
of  the  Fifty-Sixth  General  Assembly,  amounted  to  $1,837.01 
and  was  paid  out  of  the  regular  appropriation  after  I  had  taken 
charge  of  the  building,’  but  as  there  remained  only  eight 
months  of  that  fiscal  year  the  balance  of  that  fund  proved  barely 
sufficient  for  proper  illumination.  Another  bill  unpaid  at  that 
time  was  for  natural  gas,  for  the  quarter  ending  March  31, 
1889,  but  the  appropriation  was  amply  sufficient  to  meet  all 
expenses  of  that  character. 

In  September,  1889,  notice  was  given  by  publication  for 
sealed  proposals  for  grading  the  Capitol  grounds  from  the 
cement  walks  immediately  adjoining  the  State  House  to  the 
stone  curbing  around  the  lot,  and  for  laying  cement  walks 
from  the  four  corners  of  the  grounds  to  the  building,  and  re¬ 
laying  the  walk  extending  from  the  south  entrance  to  Wash¬ 
ington  street,  in  accordance  with  plans  previously  adopted  by 
the  Executive  Council.  The  proposition  of  Charles  E.  Shover 
was  accepted  and  a  contract  entered  into  with  him  for  the  sum 
oh  $5,913,  he  also  giving  bonds  to  keep  the  same  in  good  re¬ 
pair  and  condition  for  the  period  of  two  years  after  its  accept¬ 
ance.  It  is  due  to  Mr.  Shover  to  sav  that  he  has  fulfilled  his

contract  with  entire  satisfaction. 

These  walks  have  materially  improved  the  appearance  of  the 
grounds  as  well  as  added  to  the  convenience  of  the  public.  On 
either  of  the  several  approaches  to  the  building  and  adjoining 
the  coping  around  the  entire  lot  a  border  of  grass  sod  has  been 
laid,  and  the  grounds  have  been  sown  in  blue  grass  seed,  which, 
with  another  season's  growth  promises  to  develop  into  a  thriv¬ 
ing  grass  lawn.  A  number  of  trees  at  suitable  distances  would 
further  add  to  the  attractiveness  of  the  grounds,  but  an  exhaus¬ 
tion  of  funds  prevents  carrying  out  the  plans  entertained. 

The  Hendricks  monument  stands  in  the  centre  of  the  walk 
approaching  the  Capitol  on  the  southwest  corner  of  the 
grounds,  and  was  erected  under  the  management  of  the  Hen- 
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dricks  Monument  Committee.  An  equal  amount  of  space  lias 
been  similarly  enclosed  by  the  approach  on  the  southwest  cor¬ 
ner  of  the  grounds. 

Special  attention  is  directed  to  the  necessity  of  replacing  the 
lead  gutters  on  the  roof  of  the  building  with  copper  or  some 
equally  suitable  material  that  will  better  withstand  the  effects 
of  the  severe  weather ;  also,  the  importance  of  substituting 
iron  for  the  present  copper  down -spouts  extending  from  the 
roof  to  the  sewer,  as  the  material  in  use  is  entirely  too  light 
for  the  weight  of  water  it  is  required  to  carry.  Three  of  the 
eight  spouts  in  the  building  have  been  satisfactorily  replaced 
with  wrought  iron.  A  lack  of  funds  prevented  further 
changes.  Constant  watchfulness  has  been  necessary  day  and 
night  during  rain-storms  lest  some  defective  spout  should  be  the 
cause  of  flooding  the  building  and  causing  thereby  irreparable 
damage.  The  possibility  of  water  freezing  between  the  stone 
and  brick  walls  and  the  discoloration  of  the  exterior  is  such 
that  no  expense  should  be  spared  to  avoid  accidents.  This  ex¬ 
pense  would  probably  not  exceed  $3,000. 

Section  seven  of  the  act  previously  mentioned,  empowering 
the  Custodian  to  employ  janitors  and  watchmen  at  a  salary  of 
$50  and  $55  per  month,  respectively,  was  followed  for  some 
months  until  the  publication  of  the  regular  acts,  when  an  error 
was  discovered  in  the  absence  of  an  amendment  to  the  original 
bill  that  was  regularly  passed,  resulting  in  a  deficiency  in  the 
appropriation.  This  oversight  necessitated  my  reducing  the 
number  of  employes  and  the  wages  of  those  retained,  much  to 
my  inconvenience  and  the  hindrance  of  the  work  needing  their 
attention,  as  well  as  working  a  hardship  to  the  men  themselves. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  deficiency  will  receive  the  attention  it 
merits  and  a  satisfactory  compensation  awarded  the  men  to 
whose  industry  and  experience,  in  a  great  measure,  is  due  the 
cleanliness  of  the  building,  so  favorably  commented  on  by  visit¬ 
ors.  A  tunnel  or  driveway  has  been  constructed  leading  to-the 
basement  in  the  north  end  of  the  building,  at  a  total  cost  of  $840. 
The  convenience  it  affords  in  delivering  and  receiving  heavy 
articles,  as  well  as  the  saving  of  labor,  will  be  noticed  at  a 
glance. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  extend  my  thanks  to  all  the  em¬ 
ployes  in  this  department  for  their  uniform  courtesy  and 
promptness  in  performing  the  several  duties  assigned  to  them.
